Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  1957. 

Your  Health  Inspector  later  in  this  report  refers  to  the  unobtrusive 
methods  of  carrying  out  the  work  of  the  Department  and  the  way  in  which 
it  relates  to  many  of  the  aspects  of  everyday  life.  It  is,  therefore, 
my  concern  to  say  something  of  one  of  those  aspects  of  which  we  are  not 
normally  aware. 

Old  people  are,  it  is  known,  more  prone  to  accidents  than  persons  of 
any  other  age  group.  One  of  the  commonest  accidents  is  fracture  of  the 
hi;^.  It  was  decided  to  investigate  what  had  happened  within  the  population 
in  respect  of  this  accident.  Enquiries  were  made  of  all  cases  of  fractured 
hips  admitted  to  Worcester  and  Malvern  hospitals  during  the  year  1956. 
Information  was  obtained  concerning  the  circumstances  of  the  patients  at  the 
end  of  1957,  and  an  estimate  was  made  in  terms  of  hospital  "costing”  of  the 
charge  to  the  community  of  admission  of  these  patients  to  hospital  and  of 
their  treatment  while  in  hospital.  Fifteen  women  between  the  ages  of  55 
and  87  broke  their  hips  as  a  reault  of  accidents  in  their  homes.  The  total 
cost  of  treatment  of  these  women  in  hospital  and  of  some  of  their  home 
nursing  was  over  £7,400  and  the  average  cost  per  case  more  than  £490. 

(These  figures  are  based  on  average  weekly  costs  of  patients  in  the  hospital 
to  which  they  were  admitted) . 

Their  average  stay  in  hospital  was  approximately  26  weeks.  It  is 
estimated  that  at  the-  end  of  1957  the  condition  of  these  fifteen  patients 
was  as  follows? “  Three  who  lived  an  independent  life  before  the  accident 

were  still  se'f  suTficienti  two  who  were  independent  before  hand  were  no 
longer  able  to  care  for  themselves;  eight  had  required  care  before  and  after 
the  accident;  and  two  had  died.  f-kny  of  these  accidents  could  have  been 
prevented  by  fore -knowledge  of  the  normal  process  of  ageing  in  women,  and 
by  their  living  in  suitable  surroundirp-'' 

Some  degree  of  arthritis  of  the  hips  and  knees  in  women  over  the  age 
of  70  is  so  common  that  for  most  purposes  it  is  best  considered  to  be 
universal,  I-lany,  if  not  all  lose  their  "joint  sense"  in  the  big  toe  and 
the  ankle  with  the  result  that  they  have  to  rely  upon  their  sight  to  remain 
upright  when  getting  out  of  bed  and  finding  their  way  about.  Old  persons 
for  this  reason  become  disorientated  at  night  and  will  frequently  fall  as 
they  try  to  get  out  of  bed  and  are  then  unable  to  move  until  found  in  the 
morning.  Another  consequence  of  arthritis  of  the  hips  and/or  knees  is 
inability  to  raise  the  feet  more  than  on  inch  or  sometimes  less  from  the 
ground  without  a  conscious  effort.  It  is,  therefore,  important  that  old 
people  should  live  in  a  house  where  there  are  no  small  obstructions  on  the 
floor.  Finally  old  persons  lose  their  capacity  for  physical  work  at  a 
fairly  constant  rate  i.e.  by  about  ten  per  cent  for  each  five  years  of 
their  lives.  In  considering  then,  the  ideal  physical  surroundings  in 
which  an  old  person  ^ould  live  we  would  suggest  firstly,  that  there  are 
no  steps  or  e-gen  small  obstructions  on  the  floor  of  their  bungalows; 
secondly  dark  corners  should  be  avoided;  thirdly  that  a  switch  should  be 
arranged  on  the  bed  in  such  a  manner  that  the  light  in  the  bedroom  is 
automatically  switched  on  as  they  get  out  of  bed.  Finally  it  is  suggested 
that  the  provision  of  showers  properly  designed  would  be  agreeable  to  most 
old  women  who  are  frightened  of  getting  into  a  bath  unless  they  can  be  helped 
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in  and  out  by  an  able-bodied  assistant.  This  last  suggestion  is 
somewhat  revolutionary.  Personal  enquiries  of  old  people  suggests  that 
most  persons  at  the  age  of  60  to  70  who  can  still  get  safely  into  a  bath 
refuse  to  contemplate  any  other  means  of  bathing,  but  most  old  people  who 
are  beyond  getting  into  a  bath  would  be  only  too  pleased  to  have  the  use 
of  a  shower  provided  that  the  spray  is  directed  from  the  wall  diagonally 
and  provided  that  the  mixed  valves  are  thermostatically  controlled.  They 
woiild  then  be  able  to  control  the  amount  of  the  body  under  the  spray  by 
standing  or  sitting  nearer  to  or  farther  away  from  the  wall.  Some  such 
ideas  as  these  outlined  above  may  help  to  reduce  the  enormous  cost  to  the 
community  of  accidents  in  old  people.  Much  additional  thought  must  be  given 
to  the  general  problems  that  an  increase  in  the  number  of  old  persons  will 
present  to  the  community  at  la.rge.  These  observations  of  mine  should  be 
considered  in  conjunction  with  Mr.  VJhitwham ’ s  comments. 

The  general  health  of  the  community  during  the  year  1957  was  satisfactory 
until  September.  Warnings  had  been  received  in  June  that  an  epidemic  of 
influenza  of  a  new  t;^7pe  A  might  spread  through  this  country.  The  first 
cases  in  southern  Worcestershire  occurred  at  the  beginning  of  September, 

Cases  were  occurring  in  the  schools  at  the  beginning  of  October  and  by  the 
middle  of  November  most  people  had  been  infected.  The  incidence  proved 
highest  ih  the  secondary  schools  and  less  in  the  infant  departments.  The 
younger  members  of  the  teaching  staff  were  affected  almost  to  a  man.  As 
influenza  is  not  an  notifiable,  disease  it  was  not  possible  to  provide  a 
fair  estimate  of  the  total  number  of  persons  affected.  Certain  other 
respiratory  vimses  were  identified  in  the  population  at  the  end  of  the 
autumn  and  this  further  complicated  the  picture.  In  October  1956  one 
old  person  died  of  broncho -pneumonia  which  was  probably  the  result  of  a 
respiratory  infection,  while  in  October  1957  three  persons  died  of  pneumonia, 
i.e,  one  old  person  of  broncho-pneumonia,  one  old  person  of  influenzal 
pneumonia  and  one  school  boy  died  of  influenzal  pneumonia.  During  the 
last  quarter  of  1956  five  notifications  of  primary  pneumonia  were  received 
whereas  in  the  last  quarter  of  1957  six  were  received.  It  appears, 
therefore,  that  Nklvern  wo.s  fortunate  in  that  the  epidemic  of  influenza 
occurred  at  a  time  when  it  was  not  very  virulent. 

I  should  like  to  thank  the  or.ny  persons  who  helped  me  by  letting  me 
have  the  information  given  in  this  report  about  old  people .

There  are  two  main  sources  of  Malvern  Water*  First  a  deep  borehole 
at  Bromsberrow  v/hich  has  been  simk  in  new  red  sandstone.  It  provides  an 
abundant  and  good  water  supply  showing  an  average  total  hardness  of  17. 

It  is  not  contaminated  in  any  vjay.  The  second  is  water  collected  from  the 
hills  around  the  British  Camp,  the  reservoir  lying  in  a  hollow  in  these  hills. 
This  supply  is  more  in  the  nature  of  a  standby  than  a  main  supply,  and  the 
analysis  is  t3rpical  of  hill  water,  that  is,  containing  few  "Solids  in 
Solution”  and  having  a  low  total  hardness. 

Regular  monthly  samples  have  been  taken  by  your  Surveyor  and  the 
reports  have  been  uniformly  satisfactory.  an  average  report  is  given  below.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Report  for  the  year  1957, 
which  records  details  of  inspections  made  by  your  Public  Health  Inspectors, 
and  action  taken,  with  informative  comment  and  statistics  where  applicable. 

Annual  Reports,  by  their  nature  and  purpose,  are  not  intended  to 
contain  details  such  as  are  included  in  reports  submitted  monthly  to 
Comr.iittee .  It  is  accepted,  however,  that  apart  from  being  mainly  a  set  of 
tables,  they  serve  a  most  useful  purpose,  if  no  other,  (and  this  may  be  of 
special  interest  to  new  members  of  the  Council)  in  that  they  outline  some 
of  the  functions  of  the  Health  Department.  In  doing  so  they  emphasise  that 
this  service  can  be  very  much  a  personal  matter  to  members  of  our  community 
by  having  a  direct  influence  on  their  lives,  since  the  duties  of  the  Health 
Department,  though  prescribed  by  law,  are  for  the  most  part  carried  out 
informa,lly  and  unobtrusively  and  relate  to  a  wide  variety  of  environmental 
and  social  hasai’ds  of  ever^rday  life  in  the  home,  place  of  work,  public 
resort  and  in  shops  and  premises  iirhere  food  is  prepared,  sold  or  consumed. 

Most  of  what  I  am  concerned  to  say  on  these  subjects  is  contained  in  the 
folloTjing  pages,  under  the  appropriate  headings,  but  there  is  something 
I'hich  ought  to  be  said  here,  since  it  is  predominant  in  the  minds  of  all 
Sanitarians,  particularly  in  this  age  of  unprecedented  scientific  progress 
and  attainment. 

It  is  this:  that  the  standard  of  fitness  relating  to  dwelling- 
houses,  (which,  I  submit,  is  at  present  a  very  much  lower  standard  than 
was  prescribed  as  far  back  as  1919),  should  be  revised  and  amended  in  the 
light  of  our  present  day  outlook  in  education  on  m.atters  relating  to 
personal  liArgiene  and  public  health.  Surely  the  time  has  arrived  when 
eveirr  dwelling  should  possess  the  amenities  of  a  fixed  bath,  a  domestic 
hot  ’jater  system  and  indoor  sanitation  as  an  essential  requirement.  In 
considering  these  basic  demands,  one  recognises  and  appreciates  that  the 
Council  have  made  a  magnificent  effort  during  the  past  ten  years  or  so, 
hot  only  in  providing  1,434  new  houses,  but  also  in  making  it  possible  for 
private  enterprise  and  individuals  alike  to  build  homes  of  their  choice  in 
construction  and  design.  The  I'inistry  of  Supply/  have,  in  addition,  made 
a  valuable  contribution  in  building  new  houses  to  meet  the  needs  of  post¬ 
war  development  in  iisJ-vern,  which  can  be  classified  as  a  progressively 
groulng  town,  changing  somewhat  in  character  in  the  process,  as  may  seem 
inevitable , 

Progress  during  this  past  decade  has  not  been  restricted  to  the 
provision  of  new  houses.  Advancement  in  our  standards  of  life  by  which, 
not  only  the  present  but  future  generations  are  meant  to  benefit,  are 
catered  for  bj/-  the  Education  Committee  of  the  Worcestershire  County  Council 
in  the  building  of  The  Chase  Secondary  tbdern  School  and  by  implementing 
their  policy  of  the  improvement  and  modernisation  of  some  of  the  older 
school  buildings. 

In  recent  37-ears  a  number  of  modern  factory  premises  planned  for 
efficiency  and  the  health  and  comfort  of  persons  employed  therein,  have  been 
erected  hy  the  Ministry  of  Suppl3/-,  also  by  private  enterprise  on  the  Council’s 
industrial  estate  at  Spring  Lane,  Malvern  Link, 
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Owners  of  food  shops j  multiple  and  private,  as  well  as 
proprietors  of  some  of  our  catering  establisliments,  including  the  Council, 
have  not  been  found  lacking  in  reconstructing  their  premises  and  insta,lling 
up-to-date  equipment,  now  looked  upon  by  the  enlightened  public  as  an 
essential  and  notable  feature  in  the  handling  and  preparation  of  food.  It 
is  to  their  great  credit  that  initiative  has  been  so  expressed,  hlalvern 
can  very  well  boast  of  its  modern  provision  shops. 

Significant  in  the  v/ider  field  of  progress  in  public  health 
matters,  public  conveniences  have  been  built  at  three  sites  readily  accessible 
to  the  principal  shopping  centres,  thus  providing  much  needed  amenities  in 
the  town.  The  main  sewerage  system  will  be  improved  by  the  laying  of  the 
new  relief  sewer  from  fialvern  Link  to  the  disposal  works  at  Guarlford, 

3y  the  strenuous  assiduity  of  the  Streets  Committee,  the  Council 
have  persisted  in  their  efforts  and  to  the  best  of  their  ability,  considering 
the  financial  limitations  imposed  by  restricted  capital  expenditure  during 
the  period  under  review,  in  the  paving,  channelling  and  drainage  of  our  roads, 
and  in  the  carrying  out  of  private  street  works.  The  "unadopted”  road  has 
become  the  exception,  and  from  a  public  health  standpoint  this  is  most 
comi'iiendable  • 

Continuous  progression  since  the  war  years  in  our  development 
towards  higher  standards  of  life  is  undeniably  evident,  however  indirectly 
some  of  the  examples  thus  enumerated  may  seem  in  their  impact  on  the 
individual.  Fundamentally,  it  is  the  individual  with  whom  the  health  worker 
is  closelj/-  associated,  especially  so  with  regard  to  the  condition  under 
which  he  lives.  It  is  against  this  background  that  we  often  meet  with 
frustr£,tion  on  matters  of  health  education,  particularly  when  domestic 
arrangements  are  inconsistent  with  some  of  the  present  day  standards  which 
are  statutory  re(quirements  in  factory,  food  shop  and  catering  establishment. 

The  ta,sk  which  lies  ahead  is  presented  in  the  desire  for  speeding 
up  the  policy  of  improving  the  old  houses  which  do  not  possess  the  amenities 
provided  in  the  new  house, 

Malvern  differs  from  the  majority  of  the  industrial  towns  of  the 
Midlands  and  the  North,  where  a  congestion  of  streets  comprising  terrace  and 
back-to-back  type  houses,  often  with  sanitary  accommodation  at  the  end  of 
the  street,  are  to  bo  found.  In  contrast,  most  of  the  smaller  dwellings 
in  Malvern,  built  prior  to  1939?  consist  of  detached  or  semi-detached 
cottages,  well  spaced,  often  with  fairly  large  gardens,  which  facilitate 
improvement  by  building  additions  in  the  form  of  a  new  scullery  and  bath¬ 
room.  When  this  can  be  achieved  the  resultant  accommodation  compares  most 
favourably  with  new  development  and  planning  in  house  construction. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  800  to  1,000  houses  in  Malvern 
capable  of  modernisation.  The  Council  resolved  to  make  Improvement  Grants 
in  August  1954  and  since  that  time  works  of  improvement  and  conversion 
completed  apply  to  only  36  small  dwellings  and  13  flats,  hence  my  concern 
about  progress  in  relation  to  the  improvement  of  sub-standard  housing 
accommodation,  which  regrettably  lags  behind,  despite  the  incentive  offered 
by  monetary  aid.

Despite  difficulties  which  continue  to  exist  in  getting  essential 
repairs  remedied  following  investigation  of  a  complaint,  it  is  noteworthy 
that  informal  procedure  succeeds  in  the  majority  of  cases.  Only  in  one 
instance  was  it  necessary  to  serve  a  Statutory  Notice. 

HOUSING  REPAIRS  AND  RENTS  ACT,  1954. 


No  action  was  required  to  be  taken  under  this  enactment. 
RENT  ACT,  1957. 


This  Act  came  into  operation  in  July,  1957  and  repealed  the 
provisions  of  that  referred  to  in  the  previous  paragraph.  In  the  main 
it  provides  for  the  decontrol  of  house  rents  of  privately  owned  properties 
the  rateable  value  of  which  is  above  certain  limits  and  permits  increase  of 
rent  of  houses  which  remain  under  control.  The  maximum  increased  rent 
being  twice  the  gross  value  when  the  landlord  is  responsible  for  repairs, 
other  than  internal  decorations.  In  cases  where  the  landlord  is  responsible 
for  or  has  agreed  to  do  internal  decorations,  the  rent  may  be  increased 
tv7o  and  a  third  times  the  gross  value.  If  the  tenant  is  responsible  for 
all  repairs,  it  is  one  and  a  third  times  the  gross  value. 

The  tenant  may  oppose  notice  of  rent  increase  if  he  is  of  the 
opinion  the  house  needs  repair,  and  he  must  acquaint  the  owner  by  proper 
notice.  The  landlord  may  then  do  the  repairs  forthwith,  or  give  a  written 
undertaking  to  do  the  required  \7ork,  again,  by  special  notice.  At  the 
expiration  of  six  weeks,  if  no  agreement  has  been  reached  or  the  repairs 
have  not  received  attention,  the  tenant  may  apply  to  the  Local  Authority 
for  a  Certificate  of  Disrepair. 

Twelve  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  received; 
seven  of  these  were  investigated,  inspections  of  the  properties  concerned 
were  made  and  the  details  reported  to  the  appropriate  Committee,  by  the 
end  of  the  year.  Four  proposals  to  issue  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were 
served.  Two  undertakings  to  execute  the  needful  work  were  received  and 
two  Certificates  of  Disrepair  \iere  issued. 

Whilst  the  number  of  formal  applications  received  is  only  small, 
numerous  enquiries  were  dealt  with,  which  called  for  much  patience  and  tact 
on  the  part  of  the  staff,  since  the  average  person  is  very  confused  by  the 
need  to  obtain  and  complete  the  prescribed  forms  of  notice.

Ti^elve  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  were  received  during  tho 
year  1957.  Nine  of  these  concerned  improvements  to  small  dwellings,  and 
three  in  respect  of  proposals  to  convert  a  largo  residence  into  flats.  Grants 
were  authorised  in  each  case,  but  the  offer  relating  to  the  conversion  was 
not  to.ken  up. 

there  is  little  to  add  to  what  has  been  stated  under  this  heading  in  tho 
report  for  1956,  except  that  there  now  exist  several  splendid  examolos  of 
completed  schemes,  showing  what  can  be  done  by  wa^y  of  improving  the  sub¬ 
standard  dwelling  house. 

The  ovmer/occupier ,  as  opposed  to  the  landlord  is  most  interested  in 
taking  advantage  of  the  financial  assistance  available.  In  these  cases  one 
is  grateful  to  note  the  sense  of  pride  in  home  ownership,  at  the  same  time 
record  that  gratitude  is  usually  expressed  for  the  help  which  made  it  possible 
to  underta.ke  the  vrark  involved  to  modernise  the  house.

Only  twenty  new  cases  of  overcrowding  were  either  reported  or  d.iscovered 
during  1957,  compared  with  forty-seven  in  the  preceding  year.  This  increased 
the  number  to  twenty-five,  as  five  cases  remained  on  our  records. 

Once  again  tho  cases  mainly  refer  to  overcrowding  of  rooms  normally  used 
for  sleeping  purposes  in  excess  of  the  statutory  "permitted”  nuaber. 


During  the  year  nineteen  cases  were  abated,  thus  leaving  six  cases  on 
record.  Eighteen  families  were  re-housed  by  tho  Council  and  one  family  found

Your  Public  Health  Inspectors  maintain  a  watchful  eye  on  the 
welfare  of  aged  and  infirm  persons  who  may  be  in  need  of  care  and  attention, 
and  often  pay  visits  to  such  cases  in  company  with  a  member  of  the  County 
Welfare  Officer’s  staff. 

There  is  always  the  possibility  of  persons  whose  circumstances  in 
life  are  such  that  they  are  quite  unable  to  look  after  themselves  properly, 
and  as  a  result,  become  too  much  of  a  liability  to  friends  or  neighbours. 

In  these  cases  your  Medical  Officer  is  kept  closely  informed, 

MOVABLE  DWELLINGS 


Eleven  licences  were  granted  under  the  provisions  of  Section  269 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  authorising  persons  to  station  and  use 
movable  dwellings,  which  are  usually  trailer  caravans.  Nine  licences 
covered  the  period  of  one  year  and  two  for  only  four  months.  Liaison  with 
the  Surve^ror’s  Department  in  connection  with  development  approval,  required 
by  the  Toim  and  Country  Planning  Act,  has  been  continued, 

DilkliLiGE  aI'E)  SANITATION 


Sanitary?-  plumbing  and  drainage  work  has  always  been  considered  of  first 
importance  and  calls  for  strict  supervision.  Frequent  visits  whilst  work  is 
in  progress  is  considered  to  be  the  best  means  of  maintaining  a  high 
standard  of  work.  Builders  are  generally  most  co-operative,  by  arranging 
an  appointment  in  order  to  discuss  proposed  alterations  prior  to  the  work 
being  commenced,  thus  preventing  avoidable  misunderstandings  as  well  as 
solving  problems  of  a  technical  nature,  which  often  occur. 

Six  dwelling  houses  were  entirely  redrained  and  the  drainage  systems 
of  forty  nine  premises  were  partially  reconstructed  during  1957. 

Four  dwellings  situated  in  the  outlying  parts  of  the  toim  were 
provided  with  septic  tank  and  filter  disposal  units, 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


Routine  investigations  are  made  on  notification  to  the  Medical  Officer 
01  Health  of  an  infectious  disease  137'  medical  practitioners.  Contacts  are 
traced  and  enquiries  made  in  accordance  with  the  usual  practice  or  to  meet 
the  special  requirements  of  the  case  and  nature  of  the  illness. 

DISIijFECTION  AND  DISINIESTATION 


The  arrangement  made  with  the  South  Worcestershire  Hospital  Mana.gement 
Committee  for  steam  disinfection  to  be  carried  out  at  St,  Wulstan’s  Hospital 
has  worked  very  well  indeed.  Articles  of  clothing  and  bedding  exposed  to 
infection  or  found  to  be  verminous  are  put  through  the  steam  disinfector  and 
a  charge  is  made  on  the  basis  per  disinfector  load. 

The  number  of  rooms  fumigated  was  15  and  14  loads  of  bedding  etc . ,  were 
removed  for  steam  disinfection,  4  loads  of  bedding  and  the  goods  and 
chattels  of  a  room  were  destroyed. 

Infestations  of  cockroaches,  beetles,  fleas,  ants,  silver  fish,  crickets, 
mosquitoes  and  flies  have  been  dealt  with  at  various  premises,  including 
dwelling  houses,  a  restaurant  kitchen  and  schools.

Biological  Tests 

Biological  tests  were  made  in  respect  of  87  of  the  samples 
referred  to  in  this  table  with  negative  results. 


Statutory  examinations  carried  out  on  84  samples  of  milk  were 
found  to  conform  to  the  required  standards.

which  is  retailed  outside  the  specified  area  from  those  same  premises  must 
also  be  sold  under  special  designation, 

ICE  CREAil 


The  total  number  of  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice¬ 
cream  now  stands  at  83.  There  i-ras  1  deletion  by  reason  of  the  sale  of  this 
commodity  being  discontinued  and  L  new  registrations. 

Ice-cream  is  not  manufactured  in  the  district. 

Whilst  most  of  the  ice-cream  is  sold  pre-packed,  inspections  are 
made  as  to  the  means  of  storage  and  method  of  dispensing  this  article  of 
food.  5  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
analysis,  all  proved  to  bo  satisfactory. 

POOP  HYGIEI\E  -  Bye  LaiNTS 

The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955-56 

a  high  standard  of  cleanliness  in  the  handling  and  preparation 
of  food  as  well  as  the  conduct  of  persons  engaged  in  this  work  can  only  be 
maintained  by  constant  diligence  to  the  task  in  observing  tbo  standards 
laid  down  by  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

To  achieve  the  best  results  from  the  administration  point  of  view, 
it  is  felt  that  l::y  the  policy  adopted  in  this  department  in  the  exercise  of 
tact  and  patience,  your  Inspectord  have  gained  the  confidence  of  personnel, 
by  informative  conversation  whilst  carrying  out  day  to  day  tasks,  and  in 
adopting  a  firm  attitude  by  informal  action  when  necessary. 

There  has  been  no  falling  off  in  the  observance  of  statutory 
requirements  either  by  the  employees  or  employers  and  this  observation  can 
be  regarded  as  satisfacbory  in  every  way. 

Mention  is  made  in  the  early  part  of  this  report  of  the  improvement 
and  modernisation  of  food  shops  and  premises.  This  has  not  been  confined 
entirely  to  the  larger  shiops,  as  many  of  the  small  shopkeepers  retailing 
food  commodities  he.ve  come  to  recognise  the  importance  of  what  is  required 
by  the  Regulations.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 


The  six  privately  owned  slaughterhouses  continue  to  be  in  use. 

These  are  small  buildings  and  out  of  date  in  many  respects.  Therefore 
the  notes  under  this  heading  in  the  report  for  1956  are  for  the  most 
part  still  applicable^  since  local  polic3r  for  the  future  can  not  as  yet 
be  cl^, arly  defined. 

The  Worcester  Git]?’  Council  convened  a  meeting  in  March,  at  which 
representatives  of  the  Worcestershire  County  Council  and  fifteen  District 
Councils  within  the  County  attended. 

In  his  introductory  remarks,  the  Chairman  (Alderman  T.  S.  Bennett) 
of  Worcester  City  Council  outlined  the  purpose  of  the  conference  bjr  first 
rof erring  to  the  publication  of  the  ITiitc  Paper  (Cmd.  9761,  May,  1956) 
in  that  it  appeared  to  his  Council  that  the  proposs-ls  contained  therein 
could  not  be  considered  adequately  bj^  individual  Local  Authorities, 
without  consultation  with  their  neighbours  and  in  this  conne^cion  the 
County  Council  were  invited,  as  thejr  might  ultimately  be  concerned  as  a 
Planning  authority. 


It  was  recognised  that  as  the  result  of  the  Government  adopting  the 
policy  to  allow  provision  of  slaughterhouse  facilities  by  both  public  and 
private  concerns,  local  authorities  had  to  consider  how  best  this  provision 
might  be  made  for  their  respective  areas.  Since  Worcester  Cit37-  Council 
had  a  plan  to  erect  a  new  abattoir,  it  seemed  appropriate  to  ascertain  the 
views  of  other  authorities  who  m.ight  support  the  scheme,  and  when  requested, 
submit  a  joint  report  to  this  effect.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  conference, 
representatives  of  Local  Authorities  were  asked  to  state  their  views. 

The  majority  were  not  in  a  position  to  ma,ke  positive  statements  and  many 
felt  they  must  consult  interested  parties  in  the  meat  trade  when  regulations 
prescribing  ne\j  standards  for  slaughterhouses  v/erc  available. 

In  August,  1957  the  Government  published  the  recommended  minimum 
vStandards  and  it  was  indicated  that  Draft  Regulations  would  be  laid  before 
Parliament  in  due  course. 


The  Public  Health  Committee  gave  full  consideration  to  the  subject  and 
as  a  result  \rere  satisfied  there  i/as  no  case  for  recommending  the  Council 
to  build  a  Public  Slaughterhouse,  In  order  to  communicate  the  fullest 
informations  to  the  loca,l  butchers,  they  were  asked  to  attend  a  meeting  at 
the  Council  House,  The  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  presided  and 
the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  other  officers  explained  proposals  laid  down  by 
the  Government  as  these  had  a  special  interest  to  owners  of  private  slaughter¬ 
houses.  Whilst  it  can  be  stated  that  the  meeting  served  a  most  useful 
purpose,  no  constructive  proposals  were  made.

Slaughtering  is  regularly  carried  out  at  all  these  premises  on  fixed 
days  and  when  an  emergency  arises,  when  this  occurs,  the  butchers  are  very 
co-operative  in  giving  notice  in  compliance  with  the  Public  Health  (Meat) 
Regulations,  1924. 

The  inspection  of  all  animal  carcases  is  undertaken  at  the  time  of 
slaughter  or  soon  after,  and  the  code  of  practice  laid  down  in  Memo  3A^T 
of  the  Ministry  of  Food  is  closely  observed.  The  responsible  task  of 
meat  inspection  involves  extra  hours  of  duty  on  frequent  occasions,  either 
early  morning  or  evening,  and  at  one  slaughterhouse  every  Sundajr. 

A  considerable  amount  of  home  killed  meat  is  obtained  from 
wholesalers  outside  the  district,  therefore  a  keen  observation  of  carcase 
meat  and  offal  in  the  shops  continues  to  be  maintained  by  your  Inspectorate.

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS 

-ACT^_im.^i 

The  important  requirements  of  those  Acts  which  the  Council  are  required 
to  administer  relate  to  the  stunning  of  animals  prior  to  slaughter  and  the 
licensing  of  persons  engaged  in  slaughtering  operations.  The  licences  of 
fifteen  slaughtermen  were  renewed  for  the  period  of  one  year. 

One  person  was  granted  a  Slaughterman's  licence  after  satisfactory 
evidence  of  his  efficiency  had  been  supplied. 

RAG  FLOCK  MID  I'lLLING  I'iATERInL,.  ACT.  1951 

This  Act  is  designed  to  lay  down  certain  standards  of  cleanliness  in 
the  manufacture,  use  aind  storage  of  rag  flock  and  other  fillihg  materials, 
and  provides  for  the  registration  of  upholsterers  and  certain  other  businesses, 
such  as  to3r-makers  and  the  licensing  of  manufacturers  of  rag  flock  etc. 

Two  premises  are  registered  under  the  provisions  laid  dovrn  by  this  Act. 
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PREVEIiTION  OF  DAMGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 


293  troatmonts  for  the  destruction  of  rodents  were  carried  out  during 
the  ^roar. 


Special  attention  is  paid  to  the  periodical  survey  of  the  hedgerows 
and  streams  adjacent  to  farms  and  allotments  where  there  are  piggeries. 
Constant  insncctions  and  treatments  are  made  at  the  Council’s  refuse  tips 
and  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  The  operative  engaged  on  this  work  is 
supervised  by  your  Inspectors. 

As  in  the  previous  year,  a  test  treatment  was  carried  out  on  the 
entire  sev/’erage  system  v/hich  was  followed  up  b3^  two  maintenance  treatments. 
Particulars  of  investigations  made  and  the  results  of  the  treatments 
carried  out  are  recorded  as  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
fisheries  and  Pood, 

LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS 


It  was  not  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings  during  the  year 
under  review.
